SOMETIME  ago,  having  had  my  attention  drawn  to  the 
claims  made  by  the  promoters  of  Pineoline,  of  its 
efficacy  as  a  stimulant  and  antiseptic  agent  in  the 
treatment  of  various  skin  diseases,  l  concluded  to  give 
it  a  trial  in  the  wards  of  the  St.  Louis  City  Hospital. 
I  was  the  more  induced  by  the  fact  that  its  composition  included 
an  active  derivative  of  the  pine,  which  has  long  been  known  to 
possess  healing  qualities  of  no  mean  order. 

I  was  then  suffering  from  Seborrhoea  of  a  chronic  nature, 
of  the  scalp,  face  and  arms,  and  I  somewhat  reluctantly  decided 
to  try  the  preparation  upon  myself  as  an  experiment  to  which  I 
would  not  submit  any  of  my  patients.  I  had,  however,  but 


little  faith  in  its  efficacy,  having  previously  almost  exhausted 
the  Pharmacopia  in  the  way  of  external  and  constitutional 
treatment,  without  securing  any  permanent  relief.  It  was 
practically  because  1  had  nothing  else  left  to  try,  that  I  con¬ 
cluded  to  use  the  Pineoline.

TINEA  SYCOSIS  (BARBER’S  ITCH). 

Mr.  S.,  aetat  35;  nativity,  Missouri;  mother  and  father 
healthy;  no  history  of  venereal  disease.  He  always  enjoyed 
good  health  until  about  a  year  ago,  when  he  began  to  be 
troubled  with  Barber’s  Itch.  He  entered  St.  Louis  City 
Hospital,  February  1,  1894,  suffering  with  a  chronic  form  of 
Tinea  Sycosis.  The  parts  were  indurated,  nodulous  and 
brawny,  with  deep-seated  infiltrations,  from  which  hairs  had 


fallen  out.  It  was  of  a  parasitic  nature,  and  its  clinical  history 
pointed  to  Tinea  Sycosis;  in  fact,  five  or  six  dermatologists  of 
this  city,  whom  he  had  previously  consulted,  corroborated  my 
diagnosis,  and  had  treated  him,  but  without  results.  I  ordered 
Pineoline  to  be  applied  as  directed,  three  times  a  day  and 
saturated  solution  40  cc.  Magnesia  Sulphate  in  a  half  glass  of 
water  before  breakfast  daily.  Patient  made  rapid  recovery 
and  was  discharged  from  hospital,  entirely  cured,  March  10, 
1894. 

My  success  with  this  remedy  in  the  hospital  led  me  to 
prescribe  it  frequently  in  my  private  practice.  On  looking 
over  my  records  1  find  the  following  interesting  cases  which  I 
refer  to  as  examples: 

Katherine  B.,  ret.  37;  native  of  Ireland;  washer-woman; 
married,  and  mother  of  five  children.  Family  history  good,  no 
venereal  or  tubercular  diseases.  She  complained  of  swelling 
and  intense  itching  of  the  legs.  Examination  showed  oedema, 
cutaneous  inflammation,  but  no  varicosed  ulcers  or  veins.  Each 
inflammation  resulted  from  contusion  and  had  lasted  seven  and 
nine  months.  The  diagnosis,  Eczema  of  both  legs,  was  made 
without  the  necessity  of  further  questioning.  1  ordered  Pineo¬ 
line  to  be  applied  as  directed,  t.  i.  d.,  and  saturated  solution 
40  cc.  Magnesia  Sulphate  in  2-oz.  water  before  breakfast  daily. 
1  further  advised  against  oatmeal  diet.  Patient  observed  the 
directions  conscientiously  and  in  four  weeks  was  well.  The 


next  case  was  similar  to  the  above  but  for  one  difference;  she 
had  on  one  leg  a  varicose  ulcer.  The  same  general  directions 
and  treatment  were  given.  The  leg  without  the  ulcer  healed 
thoroughly  in  five  weeks;  the  right  leg,  with  the  ulcer  was 
longer  in  healing,  but  the  patient  was  discharged  cured  at  the 
end  of  two  months.  1  had  the  Pineoline  applied  to  the  bottom 
and  walls  of  the  ulcer,  three  times  a  day  after  thoroughly 
cleaning  with  antiseptics. 

In  these  two  cases  l  found  the  intense  itching  and  burning 
to  subside  in  an  hour  after  application  of  the  Pineoline,  some¬ 
thing  that  has  never  in  my  previous  observation  occurred  from 
the  use  of  any  single  remedy. 

Shortly  after  leaving  the  City  Hospital  a  case  came  to  me 
showing  typical  characteristics  of  Herpes  Zoster.  The  vesi¬ 
cles  were  situated  along  the  course  of  the  cutaneous  nerves  of 
the  right  side  of  the  back.  The  patient  had  had  successive 
crops  for  two  weeks.  The  suffering  was  intense.  1  prescribed 
internally  Fowler’s  Solution,  gtt.  v.,  t.  i.  d.,  after  meals  and 
externally,  Cocaine,  gr.  xx.,  Pineoline,  2-oz.  M. 

Applied  twice  a  day  after  completely  rupturing  the  vesicles. 
The  patient  made  an  uninterrupted  recovery  in  ten  days.
